CHARACTERISTICS OF 
FORAGE CROPS 


Experimental Farm Notes. 

Have you any waste land, al- 
kali spots, seepage areas, or 
weedy pastures If you have, 
there is a forage crop to meet, 
your needs, 

Let’s take a few forage crops 
and see how they would help re- 
claim some of t.ese non-produc- 
tive areas that are present cn 
every farm. We can start with 
crested wheatgrass, a hardy, | 
drought-resistant perennial that 
is very, useful in the drier parts 
of the province. Crested wheat 
grass is ideal for early spring pas- 
tures it tends to green up and 


make pasture with fall rains, it}> 


will grow even under poor condi- 
tions such as those encountered in 
road allowances, and it will make 
good hay if cut as soon as fully 
headed. Russian wild rye is sim- 
ilar to crested wheat grass. It is 
‘@ little more leafy and it sisi 
green a littie longer in te spring. 
but it is no quite ag dependable aj 
yielder. , 
Bromegrass_ is another hardy 
perennial, but tends to become 
sod bound in four on five years, 
However, the addition of a 


may overcome this tendency. 
Broomgass is leafy, tall grow- 
ing, very productive where mois- 
ture is available, and makes ex- 
eqllent spring and summer pas- 
ture. It also makes good hay if 
cut at or before flowering. 

Timothy, while very short-lived 
is so well adapted to this county | 
that it is worth considering. It, 
too, is leafy, tall growing, very 
productive, and makes good 
spring and summer pasture, Like 
biomegrass, to make good hay 
timothy must be cut ‘before flower- 
ing. 

Reed canary grass is ideal for 


flooded areas which are not too 
‘alkaline. It is leafy, very tall 
growing, and though somewhat 


course makes,

Red top is much like reed can- 
a@ry grass in that it will withstand 
up to eight weeks of flooding. Red 
top, however, is a finer leaved, 
shorter-growing, tence less pro- 
ducive grass than reed canary. 
Tall wheatgrass is another spec. 
ialized forage crop. It does well 
on areas where a high water table 
and alkali are present in a field. 
It is a tall growing, fairly coarse 
perennial, but does make fair hay 
or pasture. Tall wheatgrass is our 
most alkali-tolerant forage crop,

Rebuilding And Replacement 
Process In Farm Machinery 
Is Rapid In Prairie Provinces 


Recent figures studied by the 
Economics Division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicate that 
the post-war rebuilding of ma- 
chinery inventories arising from 
wartime shortage of materials is 
almost complete in the Prairie 
Provinces but is still lagging to 
some extent in the rest of the 
country, Although the number of 
horses on farms has been declin- 
ing steadily since about 1930, the 
drop has been much accelerated 
since the war. 

Evidence provided by trends in 
farm machinery sales show that 
this rebuilding and replacement

than elsewhere in Canada, While 
the value of all equipment sold 
reached a peak in 1952, tractor 
sales were at a high point in 1949 
and have declined steadily since. 
Most of the drop in total sales 
is accounted for in the Prairie 
Provinces while sales were almost 
as high in the remainder of Can- 
ada in 1951 as in 1949. Sales in 
the remainder of Canada dropped 
considerably in 1952, The signifi- 
cance of these shifts in Prairie 
Proinces lies in the fact that ma- 
chinery sales dropped considerably 
while the level of income in the 
hands of farmers was quite favor- 
able and outstanding farm debt 
was declining. 

In general since 1936, there has 
been considerable expansion in the 
portion of total expenditures. on 
harvesting equipment, both grain 
and hay, and on miscellaneous 
equipment with a decline in the 
proportion spent on seeding and 
tilling equipment. The proportion 
spent on tractors has remained 
about constant over this period. 
Haying and harvesting equipment 
has been almost wholly respon- 
sible for the increase in the total 
value of¢machinery sales from 
$217 million in 1949 to $250 mil- 
jlion in 1952, Sales of heavy tillage 
equipment have risen considerably 
but these represent a small pro- 
portion of the total, 

There has also been a marked 
shift back to standard type trac- 
tors reflecting considerable im- 
provement in the design of this 
type in recent years, For example, 
1952 sales of standard tractors 
were about 93.5 per cent of 1949 
sales, while the row-crop type 
dropped to 33.3 per cent. of sales 
of the same type in 1949. In 1952 
sales of the row-crop type were 


less than one-quarter of those of 
standard classification. There has 
been a large increase in the pro- 
portion of sales of tractors of the 
3-4 plow and larger sizes between 
1949 and 1952.

Firing Range 
Now Under 
Construction “ 


The RCAF’s new air weapons 
firing range, now under construc- 
tion at Grand Centre, approxi- 
mately 180 miles northeast of 
Edmonton, Alta., is expected to 
be ready for use by the summer 
of 1954, 

The first of 45 major buildings 
at the new air base—which is part 
of the air firing range—are near- 
ing completion and will shortly be 
taken over by the air force. One 
fighter squadron will operate from 
it on a rotation basis to give all 
squadrons air weapons training. 

In addition, a completely self- 
contained townsite settlement is 
planned to provide living accomo- 
dation for approximately 2,000 air- 
men and technical personnel who 
will be training and working 
there, 

The range area, which extends 
over portion# of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan will be used to train 
pilots in air-to-air rocket firing. 
The new aite is not a guided mis- 
sile range insofar as ground- 
launched weapons are concerned. 

The. site, which is easily acces- 
sible to railroad communications, 
will take care of all foreseeable 
developments in air weapons in 
the immediate future. 

Under the lease agreements 
with the Albert and Saskatche- 
wan governments certain provi- 
sions have been made for periodic 
exploitation of the natural de- 
velopments of the 4,000-square 
mile area,

Pulp, Paper Industry Seen For 
Sask. Through Signed Agreement 


REGINA.— An agreement has 
been signed between the Sas- 
katchewan government and the 
Anglo-Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Mills Limited of Quebec City, 
which may result in the ultimate 
construction of a pulp mill in the 
province, it was announced today 
in a joint statement from Hon. 
J. H. Brockelbank, minister of 
natural resources: and H. D, 
Ruthman, secretary to the com- 
pany. 

The agreement gives the com- 
pany a one-year option on a 2,000 
square. mile area of pulp wood 
timber land in the vicinity of 
Candle lake, which is situated 
about 50 miles northeast of 
Prince Albert, and provides that 
the company shall pay a ground 
rental fee of $10,000 on the area 
for the option year, 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment Anglo-Canadian will, on or 
before September 30, 1954, advise 
the Government whether or not it 
will accept the option on the 
leased aréa, Should the company 
accept the option the company 
would thereby agree to commence 
construction of a mill ‘by June 1, 
1955, and to spend $5,000,000 on 
actual construction during the suc- 
ceeding year, } 

The agreement further provides 
that the mill will have an initial 
capacity to process a minimum of 
100,000 cords of pulpwood per 
year from spruce, jackpine and 
popular stands in the leased area, 
To provide for normal expansion

of the proposed mill, a reserve 
area of timber land outside the 
original option area has been set

Beaver In 
Saskatchewan 
Create Problem 


REGINA, — The beaver popula- 
tion in Saskatchewan has increas- 
ed tremendously throughout rural 
areas this year, creating a nuis- 
ance problem difficult to control, 
it was revealed by 'E. L. Paynter, 
provincial game commissioner. 

In order to reduce future losses 
of valuable tree growth, damage 
to roads and crops through flood- 
ing, regulations protecting the 
beaver have been considerably re- 
laxed, providing greater opportun- 
ity for trappers to take part in 
the beaver harvest. 

The provincial game commis- 
sioner said that permits to trap 
and seals can be obtained from 
the southern district office of the 
department of natural resources, 
located in the provincial adminis- 
tration building, Regina. Trappers 
are required to have written per- 
mission from the landowner upon 
whose land they plan to trap 
beaver, along with details of the 
land location and the number of 
beaver they expect to trap during 
the season.

SASKATCHEWAN 
OIL PRODUCTION 
SHOWS INCREASE 


Production of .crude oil in Sas- 
katchewan at the end of August 
was over 600,000 barrels more 
than the amount produced dur- 
ing the same period last year,

first eight months of 1953 amoun- 
ted to almost 134 million feet. 
Forty-six drilling rigs were active 
during the month, two more than 
in July,

drilling licences were issued. 

Natural gas production during 
August was 87,020 (MFC). The

Grain Sanitation — Protect 
That Grain 

Government authorities in the 
United States have warned grain 
farmers that, in the near future, the 
price of the grain they market will 
be.affected not only by its weight, 
lockage and general condition, but 
ilso by its cleanliness. This means 
that otherwise good grain will be 
discounted if it is contaminated with 
insects, rodent, bird or other filth. 

Sanitation Important. Canadian 
farmers have just as much at stake 
in grain sanitation as the farmers of 
the United States. As competition 
for the grain markets of the world 
increases, Canada, along with other 
grain exporting countries, can expect 
to find it increasingly difficult to 
sell dirty, contaminated grain, except 
at reduced prices. The stress that 
is now being panes on grain sanita- 
tion in the United States strongly 
suggests that, before too long, fi th 
in grain will become an important 
market factor in this country. 

Grain Protection. ™ Bin cleaning, 
bin spraying, fumigation, rodent- 
and bird-proofing of storage build- 
ings, and rodent poisoning, if done 
properly, are measures that will 
practically eliminate the possibility 
of serious grain contamination. 
Where grain is stored in temporary 
buildings (sheds, barns, old houses, 
etc.) the problem of protecting it 
from insects and other pests needs 
especial attention. Once grain is 
stored dry—keep it dry. The less 
moisture stored grain contains, the 
less attractive it is to insects, Regu- 
lar‘and careful examination of grain 
stored on the farm to see that it 
remains dry, and is not being con- 
taminated by insects and other pests 
is sound, practical insurance against 
serious contamination losses. Grain 
in storage is like money in a vault. 
Don’t allow insects, rats, mice and 
birds to destroy your grain—and

RURAL ELECTRIFICATION - 


The present-day supply of electrical power to 21,366 Alberta farms has been 
made possible by the co-operation of the farmer, 
Electrification Association; the Provincial Treasurer, representing the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta; and privately-owned power companies. 


THE FARMER, working through his association, acts as organizer and 
arranges for equipment and for private financial assistance or government 
assistance. Since 1947, 299 Rural Electrification Associations have been 
chartered under the Co-operative Associations Act, administered by the 
Department of Industries and Labor. 

THE PROVINCIAL TREASURER, under the authorization of the Rural Elec- 
trification Revolving Fund Act, passed during the last Alberta Legislature 
sessions, grants loans from a fund of $10,000,000. In addition, the Provincial 
Treasurer can guarantee the borrowings of Rural Electrification Associa- 
tions, provided interest on such loans does not exceed 3!/ percent over @ 
maximum of 10 years, The Alberta Government has guaranteed borrowings 
of 192 associations for a total of $6,406,685.

Lines 
are built on an estimated cost basis; refunds are made when warranted
